UK. Cruiser 
Dorsetshire 
Sinks Raider 


LONDON, Dec. 6.—(CP)—The 
Admiralty announced tonight that 
the cruiser Dorsetshire had caught 
and sunk a German commerce 
raider in the South Atlantic. 

It said the raider tried to escape, 
leaving behind five boats laden 
| with oil and provisions which had 
| been observed alongside her. 

The 9,975-ton Dorsetshire was 
cited in an admiralty communique 
last on May 27 when she fired the 
final three torpedoes which 
| the 35,000-ton German battleship 
| Bismarck. 

The Dorsetshire also was one of 
three cruisers which caught the Ger- 
| man freighter Wakama last April 

a few hours after it had sailed from 
Rio de Janeiro. The Wakama was 
scutttled.

the cruiser Devonshire, the admir- 
alty said the suspected presence of 
submarines nearby prevented the

RED DEER, Dec. 6.—The 
Alberta goveryment is now 
in a position to give a mea- 
sure of assistance to civil| 
service pensioners ‘who are 
feeling the pinch, of the ris- 
ing cost of living more than 
any other class,” Hon. E. C. 
Manning, provincial secre- 
tary, told the annual meeting 
of the Alberta Civil Service 
Association here Friday. 

The government, he continued, 
also hoped to make some adjust- { 
ments to help all civil service 
groups by working out a proper | 
wage classification scale, taking 
into consideration the category, 
responsibility and wage paid to 
each employee. 

The minister expressed the hope | 
that every civil servant would be- 
come a member of the association 

On the subject of the cost-of-liv- 
ing bonus, Mr. Manning said, “You | 
are all working for the people of | 
this province—the same as we are 
—the only thing being that your 
tenure of office is a little more 
secure than ours.” 


LOW-PAID WORKERS

Our Farmer Neighbors 


DMONTON is situated in the centre of one of the richest 
agricultural districts in the world. The prosperity | 
and good will of our farmer neighbors are the backbone 
of Edmonton as a city. Upon their support and patron- 
age depend, primarily, the welfare of our industrial and 
commercial structure. 


Anywhere from 25 to 40 per cent of the business 
done by our Edmonton merchants is done with the farm- 
ers of this community. Every time a farmer and his 
family visit the city, the index of Edmonton's prosperity 
moves upward and the city fulfills, in just that degree, 
what is plainly its fundamental purpose as a city. 


What, in return, does Edmonton do for her farmer 
neighbors? 


What special effort does she extend to make them 
welcome, to make them comfortable and to make their 
visits profitable and convenient? 


It requires very little reflection to realize that Ed- 
monton and Edmonton people do not always remember the 
duty of good neighbors so far as our farmer friends are 
concern 


It is time we all did a little thinking about it and time 
the City Council did something concrete and constructive 
about it. 


What our farmer neighbors require above all else 
in Edmonton is a place to meet together, a place to park 
their cars, a place to rest and relax which they can call 
their own.

Since there will be 
precious little park-making and beautification during the 
years the war is on, this space would make an admirable 
site for a Farmers’ Hall, a compact building complete with 
parking grounds, clean, well-equipped rest rooms, an ade- 
quately-attended depository for children and an informa- 
tion booth operated by the department of agriculture or 
the agriculture faculty of the university. 


Here visiting farmers and their families would rest, 
meet together, be given information and pamphlets of use 
to them and relax between shopping expeditions. 


The Edmonton Bulletin commends the erection of 
such a Farmers’ Hall to the City Council, not only as a 
decent gesture of neighborliness and a constructive civic 
project, but as an investment in good-will without which 
Edmonton cannot exist.

China, The plain purpose of this pro- 
posal was not peace in the Pacific; it was 
to isolate and infuriate the Chinese and 
thus to create an irreparable resentment 
within China against the United States 
and Great Britain, 

Betrayal 

Our refusal to fall into this trap is what 
General Tojo is referring to when he ac- 
cuses us of “throwing the Asiatic peoples 
against each other.” What he means is 
that we have refused to throw China into 
the arms of Japan, What he means is that 
we have refused to make China, which is 
now our de facto ally, become by betray- 
ing her, our enemy, a sort of Asiatic Vicny 
and the ally of Japan. What General Tojo 
means when he says that Gentral Chiang 
Kai-Shek “is dancing to the tune of Amer- 
ica and Britain and Communism” is that 
the generalissimo is not willing to be an 
Asiatic Marshal Petain. 

General Tojo is angry because we have 
not been foolish enough to sell out an in- 
valuable ally in order to placate for a few 
months a government which is certainly 
not friendly. Our offence in his eyes is that 
we have not thrown away the support of 
the Chinese national army which holds 
Japan in check, and in addition that we 
have not agreed to supply Japan with the 
materials she most urgently needs in order 
to make war more fiercely. We have com- 
mitted the crime of understanding our 
own vital interests, of not betraying our 
friends, of not disastrously weakening our 
whole position in the world, and of not 
strengthening our enemies.

Far Eastern coalition, has a second set of 
instructions which might lead to a general 
settlement by negotiation in the Far East. 
We shall see. In the meantime, what we 
know for certain is that there can be no 
settlement in the Far Bast which is not a 
general settlement, and that there can be 
no general settlement if there is any 
weakening of the common diplomatic 
front that now includes America, the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth, China, Russia, and the | 
Netherlands. No concession of any kind 
can be made to Japan if it is made at the 
expense of any member of this coalition. 
The defensive position against Japan is a 
chain of which these nations are the links, 
and the whole defensive position will be 
fatally impaired if any one of the links is | 
weakened or broken. Nothing that Japan 
can give in return to us or to any other of 
the powers can be of any value as compar- 
ed with the loss we should all incur if 
any member of the coalition were knocked 
out of jt. 

The Japanese have shown that they 
know this, and Hitler who has sent Cap- 
tain Wiedemann to China, obviously 
knows it also. That is why by sending Mr. 
Kurusu to Washington and at the same 
time other emissaries to Chungking, the 
Triple Axis has made this mighty diplo- 
matic manoeuvre to repeat Munich and 
break apart the coalition, But this time 
the powers opposed to the aggressors are 
neither so weak nor so blind as they were 
at Munich, and therefore, they can and 
no doubt will insist above everything else 
on standing together. By standing to- 
gether they will either achieve a general 
settlement, which is the only conceivable 
peace, or they will fight together in their 
common defense which is the surest guar- 
anty of victory. 


Common Front 


The hope of a general settlement need 
not be given up provided the common 
front in the Far East holds firm. Nothing 
else can possibly induce the Japanese, only 
the certainty that they must face over- 
whelmingly superior force can persuade 
the Japanese, that a negotiated peace 
among equals is for them the better part 
of wisdom. The war party in Japan, which 
is deeply enmeshed with the Nazis, con- 
tains secret societies of reckless men who 
are terrorizing the moderate Japanese. It 
is dangerous inside of Japan to be a states- 
man working for peace, even though it is |

very dangerous for Japan as a nation to 
bag A ny Only an absolutely firm stand 
on a common front by all of Japan's 
neighbors in the East can give the least 
promise that the saner Japanese will 
prefer to face the terrorists at home rather 
than the great coalition abroad. 

For the moderate Japanese cannot now 
be reinforced by concessions which would 
weaken the coalition and would therefore 
strengthen the war party, The moderate 
Japanese can be stiffened only by con 
fronting the Japanese nation with the 
choice between a general peace and a gen- 
eral war. 

New Order 

The difference between a general peace 
and the new order in Asia is profoundly 
important. What the Japanese ask us to 
agree to is that the hundreds of millions 
of peoples in Asia shall become united 
under the military leadership of Japan, 
To agree to this would be to set the stage 
for that war which has been the world’s 
nightmare for two generations—a war 
between East and West, between the 
yellow peoples and the whites. 

The incalculable value of the rise of 
China as a nation and of the collaboration 
between China and the western peoples 
is that jt sets the stage for a human and 
general peace. No one talks of the yellow 
peril. about which so much was heard a 
generation ago, because the Chinese have 
been seeking their independence in a 
decent world rather than by joining in an 
Asiatic crusade against the Western na- 
tions. If the Chinese were conquered by 
Japan, and betrayed by us, and made 
subordinate partners in Japan’s new order 
with its ery of Asia for the Asiatics, the 
last chance would be lost of an accommo- 
dation between the East and the West. Our 
civilization, weakened in Europe by the 
fierce violence of Hitler’s rebellion, would 
be confronted for the endless future with 
an insoluble, interminable struggle. 

So we cannot retreat. The elementary 
dictates of prudence forbid it. Honor, 
which among nations is force without vio- 
lence, prevents it. Duty, which is our 
obligation to those who come after us, 
compels us to say that we shall not deliver 
those who come after us to a mortal cone 
flict between East and West.

Vichy, it appears, still remains in the 
dark about the actual accomplishments— 
if any—of Monday's Saint Florentin- 
Versigny meeting. For the declaration 
that Admiral Darlan was going to make 
publicily about the conference between 
Goering and Petain has been postponed 
Sine die. 

As the hours pass, the 
conviction is growing that 
not only was nothing 
decided during the Goer- 
ing-Petain interview, but 
that nothing is likely to 
be decided before a care- 
ful recapitulation of all 
the subjects raised there. 

Berlin's official news 
agency, of course, has an- 
nounced the general sub- 
jects of the conference. . 
But no one believes Ber- Harold L. Weir 
lin's official news agency anyway, par- | 
ticularly when it describes the conversa- 
tions in such vague terms as, (a) The 
danger of Communism, (b) The British 
blockade, (c) America’s interference in 
European affairs. 

It is hard to imagine that the Axis and 
Axis satellites could meet anywhere with- 
out getting on one or all of these subjects | 
no matter what the formal agenda might 
be 

One thing is certain. This much-touted 
conference was not very Satisfactory to | 
anybody. There may have been much | 
discussion. But there was precious little 
negotiations. 


Demands For Haste 


Whatever may be the final results of 
the Saint Florentin interview, two psycho- 
logical consequences may be noted. 

The first is that the voices of those who | 
demand a quick understanding between | 
France and Germany, will be raised still 
louder now that personal contact has been 
resumed between Nazi and French leaders. | 

The second is that Goering now finds | 
himself the principal supervisor of Franco- 
German problems which, from the French | 
viewpoint is a good thing, as Goering is | 
reputed to have greater understanding of | 
France's position than other Nazi leaders. 
It is worth noting that Wednesday morn-

Italian Ghost 


It is the spector of Italy that continues 
to haunt the efforts to achieve effective 
Franco-German collaboration, | 

Little likelihood is seen of an early | 
meeting of Italian and French representa- | 
tives despite the new conversations be- 
tween Reichsmarshal Hermann Goering 
and Marshal Henri Philippe Petain. It is 
difficult to understand how Germany will 
be able to conclude a final settlement of | 
the French question without a parallel 
Italian arrangement. 

The French are reported, however, to | 
be determined to resist any Italian terri- 
} 


torial demands. It leaves Premier Benito 
Mussolini in an awkward position since 
the claims repeatedly have been loudly 
voiced and any alteration now represents | 
obvious defeat. 
The Germans, likewise, are in a diffi- | 
cult spot because of the contentions of the | 
southern end of the Axis. This situation | 
must be credited to an error in Nazi dip- | 
lomacy or the shrewdness of Italian poli- | 
ties, depending on the viewpoint. | 
The Nazis offered to conclude a joint 
armistice at the end of the French cam- | 
paign but the Italians declined and made |

their own agreement. Had a joint pact 
been concluded the Nazis probably would 
already have “convinced” the Italians of 
the wisdom of a settlement as the Nazis 
want, 

African Colonies 


Meanwhile, Basler Nachrichten said 
yesterday that considerable interest had 
been aroused by an article in Berlin 
Boersen Zeitung, which often reflects the 
views of the Wilhelmstrasse. The article 
was interpreted as further indication that 
France's African colonies were included 
in the Petain-Goering talks. 

Under the heading “Africa Bridgehead” 
Berlin Boersen Zeitung said: “France must 
fight long and bitterly for the possession 
of its African bridgehead before it can 
think of rebuilding.” The article refers to 
the Cape Verde Islands as an actual oul- 
post of Africa and significantly mentions 
that they are only four days from South 
America by boat and two hours from 
Africa by plane, 

The newspaper says that Dakar has be- 
come a modern harbor and strong naval 
base reinforced by colonial troops since 
the abortive attack by the British and 
Free French last year, 

“But the danger is not yet past,” Ber- 
lin Boersen Zeitung says. It contends that 
the British regularly are increasing their 
troops stationed at Bathurst, Freetown 
and Monrovia. 

The United States is building bases in 
Liberia and De Gaulle is gaining a foot- 
hold. 

“The preparations are too clear,” the 
newspaper says. “They are directed 
against Dakar.” 

The importance of such statements lies 
in the evidence of earlier German policy 
in which the Nazis often attempt to justi- 
fy on the grounds that they are “protect- 
ing” areas about to be attacked.

The seals will be broken and the riders on the 
white horse, red horse, black and pale horses will go forth 
to fill the earth with the rule of Antichrist, with war, 
famine and pestilence, The trumpets will be sounded and 
hail and fire mingled with blood will be cast upon the 
earth, the third part of the trees and green grass will be 
burned up, a third part of the sea will become blood, a 
third part of sun, moon and stars will be smitten, hell's 
demon locusts will torment men on earth and two hundred 
millions of hell's demon cavalry will be turned loose, The 
vials of God’s wrath will be poured forth and plagues of 
darker hue than those of Egypt's day will be put upon men, 
while demons working signs will go forth to the kings of 
the whole world to gather them together to the battle of 
the great day of God Almighty. A sad, sad day awaits this

Youth wants wings. And Canada's ‘teen-age boys are going to 
get them in the newly-organized Air Cadet League, which will train 
them in the preliminary program of the R.C.A.F. 

The dream of a pilot's life won't come true—immediately. But 
the elementary training these boys will undergo will prepare them 
19 be Canade’s future pilots, navigators, observers, gunners, ground 
crews. For the league's set-up follows closely the senior air force 
pattern of ranks, training and uniform. It is, actually, a “junior air 
toree.” 

Started under the auspices of the 
Department of National Defense 
in Ottawa, the new organization {s 
similar in scope to, the British Air 
Cadet Defense Corps, which has a 
membership of 190,000. ; 

Canadian boys between 12 and 
18 years of age are eligible for 
training. The basic course covers 
two years, a total of approximately 
216 hours. Subjects covered include 
aircraft recognition, maps and map 
reading, a study of airplane engines 
and airplane construction, drill, air- 
plane armament, model building, 
theory of flight, signaling, first aid, 
knotting, mathematics, physical 
training. 

Advanced 
aerial navigation, 
raphy and radio, 
cadets who have 
mentary training. 

Boys join the air cadets on a vol- 
untary basis, and parents must 
approve. Each boy is given a med- 
ical examination, and only those 
physically fit to stand the training 
program are accepted. The organ- 
ization headquarters are at Ottawa, 
but local organizations will be in 
charge of local school boards, serv- 
ice clubs and other responsible or- 
ganizations which must provide 
adequate adult leadership and fin- 
ance the local unit. 

Minimum unit is a flight of 50 
boys between 15 and 18 years of 
age, junior units being permitted 
for boys from 12 years up if a 
senior is in existence. 

As in the R.C.A.F. the boys dress 
in air force blue, and their badge 
is an albatross with maple Ilcaf 
above and Air Cadets Canada be- 
low. Squadron markings are worn 
at the shoulder, and rank badges 
are similar to those of the air 
force, with cadets being able to 
climb to non-commissioned officer 
ranks. Cost of uniform is set at 
approximately $15 per cadet. 

The Air Cadet League has come into existence as an answer to a 
request for training from air-minded Canadian boys too young to 
join the air force. Private air cadet corps had previously been 
started in several cities. The present organization is closely tied in 
with the air force, with a number of air 
liasion between the cadets and the air force, and inspections being 
made by air force officers. 

Boys joining the air cadets do not automatically on attaining 18 
years have to join the air force, but it is hoped that most will, ard 
that the training they receive in the air cadets will save many 
months of air force training. The air cadets meet after school hours 
one or twice weekly. In some schools the air cadets have been 
formed as a part of the schoo] cadet corps.
